Americans Observed Yuletide

As a boy, | was fascinated and 
thrilled to read of Christmas cus- 


toms all over the world. Down in.

Brazil, Chirstmas came in mid- 


summer, so boys and girls down 
there—anad 1 envied them-—-could 
celebrate twice, once for Christmas 
and once because school was out. 
I used to think about Christmas 
in the Holy Land where there 
were three observances—the Ro- 
man Catholic on Dec. 25; the 
Greek Orthodox, Syrian and Abys- 
sinian on Jan. 6, and on Jan. 18, 
the Armenians had their celebra- 
tion. I thought about Christmas 
in India, where people filled 
handkerchiefs with dried wheat, 
raisins or money. | 
But for me, | still liked my 
Christmas stocking, packed with 
goodies. and my Christmas tree. 
Christmas in foreign lands al- 
ways held special appeal] for me, 


for ] knew boys like myself were |

getting a big thrill out of open-t 
ing all those exciting presents. 
Even in the most distant lands, 
from Greenland’s icy mountains to 
India’s coral strand, I knew that 
Christmas was a happy day when 
families gathered and when the 
family dinner table was loaded 
with goodies. 

Our home, in Georgia, was no 
exception. How happy those days 
were! Even now that I am back 
at home after three years of bit- 
terness which | will not forget, I 


mere thought of my boyhood. 


It was ironical that I should 
have been interested in Christmas, 
in foreign lands, little dreaming 
that three of those hallowed days 
would be spent in a distant land— 
and in an alien land behind the 
barbed-wire fence of a prison 
camp. Christmas is Christianity in 
its most reverent expression. That 
the Japanese should even notice 
the day is a farce. 

But not so with the Americans. 
We Americans in prison never iet 
go that part of our lives which 
was growing dimmer as the days 
passed, but which we al] knew 
in our hearts would never com. 
pletely go out. We had our Christ- 
mas in our humble way, and al-, 
though our hearts were not light

and gay and there were no visions 
of sugar plums dancing 
heads as we went to bed that 
Christmas Eve of 1942, we were 
going to hold fast to our ideals. 

We were going to have a Christ- 
mas away from our families and 
away from our loved ones. There 
were no cards to add bits of Christ- 
mas cheer, there were no letters 
from home. 

The entire time I was in prison, 
I had only 22 letters from home. 
Gen. Wainwright had only six. 
Measure those over three years 
and you can imagine how hungry 
we were even for a mere word. 
We were allowed to write once a 
month, but I know now that very 
few of those letters were ever re- 
ceived by my wife and other 
members of my family. 

Our first Christmas in prison, 
1942, was spent at Karenko. For 
some time, we prisoners there had 
held Sunday church services. 
There was no chaplain among us, 
but each week one of the prisoners 
would volunteer to conduct the 
services. We had organized a 
choral group, so vher Chri«’ nas 
came we decided to have Christ- 
mas carols, There were many 
British officers among us, and

Production Prod

S—The Japanese government 
was instructed to preserve and 
maintain all plants, equipment, 
patents, books and records of the 
government or of provite indus- 
trial companies associated with the 
manufacture of prohibited items 
or the following: Iron, steel, chem- 
icals, nonferrous materials, alu- 
minum, magnesium, synthetic rub- 
ber, synthetic oil, machine tools, 
radio electrical equipment, auto- 
motive vehicles, merchant ships 
and Heavy machinery.

will toward men. In the distance, 
Japanese guards eyed us with any- 
thing but good will. You don’t 
forget looks like those in Oriental 
eyes. Singing does a lot to boost 
morale, and for those men whose 
thoughts and spirits were back 
home, those songs provided a 
blessed relief from a never-ending 
heartache. 

We had no gifts, there was no 
tearing open of boxes, gay with 
ribbons and seals. Some of us 
thought back to other Christ- 
mases; how we had joked and 
laughed over some of our pres- 
ents. Some of the men even 
laughed as they remembered some 
of the ties given them by their 
wives, families or sweethearts. 
One of those ties then, of any 
color, any pattern, would have 
been priceless, We hadn't lost the 
old American sense of humor. 
APPLE FOR CHRISTMAS 

Our food was poor, even on 
Christmas Day—though the Japa- 
nese did give us an apple that 
day. At mess there was again 
that nostalgia for home and for 
the Christmas stockings crammed 
with fruits and nuts and candy 
which is such a definite part of 
the American way of life. 

One of the men found some 
greenery somewhere and decided 
he would use it to decorate the 
barracks. There were no Christ- 
mas trees available, but we re- 
membered how our wives and 
mothers decorated the house with 
wreaths and greens. The man’s 
happy thought had a tragic note. 
Instead of the happy memories he 
expected, he got a thorough beat- 
ing by the Japs. But we had our 
touch of Yuletide color, for we 
found some colored paper, cut it 
in streamers and made a feeble 
attempt at decorating our quarters, 

The next Christmas, 1943, we 
were at Mukszak. Conditions there 
were pretty much the same, ex- 
cept that we were allowed to buy 
bananas and pineapples, which 
we added to what meager rations 
we had. Christmas Day the Japa- 
nese gave us a little pork and a 
piece of bread. That was a far 
cry from the Christmas tables we 
dreamed about at home, with tur- 
key, cranberry sauce and plum 
pudding. We had our private 
thoughts at dinner that day, and 
there was not much talking dur- 
ing the meal. Our minds were 
far away. 

At this camp were eight Brit- 
ish civilians and officers, five 
Dutch civilians and officers and 
General Wainwright, Gen. George 
F. Moore, of Texas, and myself,

As in the previous camp, we 
held religious services; and as we

that kept me going that day. There 
was no mail from home to make 
the day happier. 

COUNTING DAYS 

When I was a boy and Christ- 
mas drew near, I remember I 
blacked out the days on the calen- 
dar. When I was in prison, I 
kept a little notebook—it was my 
diary, my calendar, and today I 
call it a monument to eternity. 

I knew I would never have news 
from home with any regularity. 
There was no way to tell one day 
from the other. Time for us meant 
days of endless misery and tor- 
ture, and worry. Every morning 
when I wound my watch I would 


strike out a day on my crudely | 


made calendar. As I struck off 
Dec, 25, 1944, I had a queer feel- 
ing; a feeling that perhaps after 
all the sorrow I had seen, after 
all the sorrow I knew my men had 
suffered that perhaps I was lucky 
—lucky because I was alive with 
15 other prisoners who some day 
would be released to return to a 
world of reality to tell our story.

machine which in one operation would dig, shake and pile the Aun 


vines. 
Today, there is reality in their 
dreaming, for down near Scooter- 
ville two such machines, the first 
ever to come to Georgia, are roar- 
ing, double or nothing, down the 
broad acres, harvesting peanuts 
hke none wasS ever seen them 
harvested before. Around the 
ciock, daylight and by moonlight, 
tneyre working — turning them 
goooers up, shaking them free of 
cirt and stacking them in neat, 
well-ventilated piles, 


then by 
shaken free of dirt, 
in agriculture. A side 
rake, drawn by _ tractor, 
the vines 
hands, following in its 
would shake the vines 
dirt, then pitchfork them to stacks 
for curing. 
TANGLED VINES 

The side delivery rake does 
only a passable job. Its chief trou- 
ble is that it leaves the vines 
knotted and tangled, making it 
difficult for stackers to shake 
them and, because of a lack of 
proper ventilation, encouraging 
nut deierioration. The new ma- 
chine leaves the nutted vine in 
neat, well ventilated piles. 

The new machine not only 
plows, shakes and piles the pea- 
nuts in one operation, but # does 
two rows at a time, not one. And 
it means a saving in the farm- 
er’s machinery investment. The 
new machine, with the tractor 
which draws it, is the entire har- 
vesting unit, whereas under the 
conventional method the farmer

She is much more professional than 
her sister of three or four decades ago. 


The fact that almost 150 professional 
prostitutes were tried in Atlanta’s police 
courts this month, representing but a 
small fraction of those so engaged, is sig- 
nificant. The fact they were found in ho- 
tels, in rooming houses, and in bus sta- 
tions, railway stations and so on, indicates 
the wide range of their professional ac- 
tivity. 


Atlanta could benefit. by a frank cam- 
paign such as Birmingham recently tried 
—and found successful. 


Atlanta, and Fulton county, both show- 
ing the worst record in the nation, must 
do something.

He That Hateth 
Walketh in Darkness 


My text for today is from the Book of John: 
“He that hateth his brother is in darkness, 
and walketh in darkness, and knoweth not 
because that darkness (of hatred) has blinded

whither he goeth, 
his eyes.” 

You think of that as you witness the bankruptcy of ideas and 
issues in the Republican party, and in those whose frustrated natred 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt seeks to go beyond the grave to injure him. 

Assuredly are they in darkness and knoweth not where they go. 
Obviously they are bankrupt of issues and of judgment. 

The attack on Roosevelt’s name and record reminds me of an 
illustration in one of Van Loon’s books—I think his “Geography.” 
He was trying to create something for the imagination to take hold 
on so that some idea might be had of eternity. 

“There is a great mountain of granite towering to the clouds in 
a far land,” he wrote. “Every year a small bird comes once and 
sharpens his beak on that mountain of granite. When that bird, 
coming once a year, shall have worn away that mountain of granite 
one day shall have passed in eternity.” 

The carrion crows may peck away at the granite of Roosevelt’s 
name and record until their beaks are worn to the level of their 
close-set eyes, and their foolish cawing is heard only by the winds— 
the granite of that name and its achievements will last through 
eternity. It is just possible that when the histories are written in the 
centuries ahead that one or two of these carrion crows may be good 
for a footnote at the hottom of one of the pages. 


Early in the war it became known that we had 
Tom Dewey broken the Japanese code. It enabled us to win 
the battle of Midway. 

It now is revealed we knew the Japanese were planning to at- 
tack at about the time they did. ‘Our entire staff knew it. They 
thought it would be a sea and submarine attack. 

That the Japanese would conceive the daring attack on far- 
away Hawaii was not imagined. That they would make the initial 
attack on the Philippines also was not once entertained. Douglas 
MacArthur was caught by surprise there even after the attack at 
Pear! Harbor. . 

The facts are, according to the military staff, that God in His 
infinite wisdom, let us get caught. Had we gone out against what 
was, at the time, the most powerful task force ever assembied in 
sea warfare, we would have lost everything. They would have 
been sunk. ° 

As it was our two carriers were saved and we were able to save 
other ships and to raise and repair ali those sunk at anchor. 

But now comes the most curious, and yet revealing, illustration 
of Republican thinking yet presented to the electorate. 

Somehow they still can’t get over the four sound beatings they 
took from Franklin Roosevelt. Somehow -they feel they must get 
back at him. 

So, they reveal that Tom Dewey knew we had broken the Japa- 
nese code and could have used it in the campaign to, they say, great 
advantage. 

In the name of God, are they trying to say, what Dewey has not 
said, that Dewey deserves credit for protecting one of the great 
secrets of his nation?

These 
are the same people who tried to get—and finally got from Douglas 
MacArthur and Dwight Eisenhower—a statement the President of the 
United States was not making decisions but was leaving the deci- 
sions up to them, 

Now, they seek to say he should have known—what the whole 
staff could not guess—that Pear! Harbor would be attacked. 

The whole concept was of a ship and submarine attack. 

The daring task force attack by air, on far-distant Hawaii, sim- 
ply was not considered. 

But, somehow, they keep trying to find something with which 
to discrédit the dead president. 

But, to try and say that Dewey was a hero for keeping one of 
his country’s secrets when he might have revealed it to the Japanese, 
by telling the American public, is the most twisted, tortured think- 
ing yet revealed. 

A great many persons knew about atomic energy plans and the 
progress being made on the atomic bomb. 

They did not tell. 

Cannot they find some Republican who knew of it? Undoubted- 
ly, there must be several. 

Why not then praise him for not selling the plans? 

Was not Roosevelt at fault somewhere? Cannot we determine 
he should have started work on it in 1932 and had it ready by De-

Solitary in Filthy Cell: 
Sentenced To Die; Spared

Torture isn’t limited to physical punishment. Solitary confinement 
in a filthy little cell can be more horrible than even the most fiendish 


physical torments. 


We found that out after our first court-martial, 


Aug. 28, 1942. 


We were placed in solitary in the Civic Center prison in Shanghai, 


and we had no idea of what the Japs had in store for us. 


We had 


nothing to read, no one to talk to, nothing to write with. Our cells 
were narrow cubicles with an open hole for a toilet in one corner. 


Once a day we were allowed to 
exercise for a half hour, but we 
weren’t in physical condition to 
do much. We had been systemati- 
cally starved for 70 days while we 
were in Shanghai’s Bridge House 
prison, before our transfer to the 
civic center. 

COULD NOT WASH 

We had our second court-martial 
on Oct. 15. We weren’t permitted 
to wash ourselves that morning, 
and that made us suspicious. 

An interpreter had told us that 
when prisoners were to be execut- 
ted they were first made to dig 
their own graves. That morning 
we saw some fellows walking 
around with shovels and spades 
and we wondered if our number 
had come up. 

It was a gray, foggy day. About 
9 o’clock that morning a squad of 
guards, dressed in their best uni- 
forms and armed with rifles and 
sabers, took us out of our cells one 
by one. 

Though we were in separate 
cells and had no chance to talk 
to each other, we had all come to 
the same decision—if the verdict 
was execution we were going to 
try to make a break. We didn’t 


have much chance, we knew, but | 


we might make it, and anyway we 


would probably get some of the. 


Japs. 
PLANNED BREAK | 

It was a strange thing, but most 
of us armed ourselves with our 
toothbrushes. We figured we 
might jab a guard in the face with 
a toothbrush to start the break. 

We were ~marched out of our 
cells and into another building 
about 50 yards away. 

Suddenly we realized there were 
only five of us—ourselves, Capt. 
Nielsen, Lt. Barry and Lt. Meder.
